ONTIAC, MICH., April 3.—The 

Oakland Motor Car Company 
today announced the adoption of a 
national policy under which all 
Oakland-Pontiac dealers will be 
asked to furnish a written guar- 
antee with all reconditioned used 
cars. 

Under terms of the guartntee 
parts are furnished free to replace 
any found defective during the first 
750 miles of driving, provided the 
mileage is run up within thirty days 
after the sale. The car also may be 
returned within forty-eight hours 
after the purchase if it proves un- 
satisfactory, and the full purchase 
price applied to any other car. new 
or used, of equal or greater value in 
the dealer's stocks 

A written guarantee printed on 
lithographed bond paper is issued 
by the dealer to the purchaser at the 
time of the sale, while all cars 
carrying the guarantee also have a 
windshield sticker on which is 
printed, “Reconditioned GUARAN- 
TEED Good Will Used Car.” 

The object of the new plan, ac- 
cording to M. L. Buck, manager of 
the used-car department, is to 
provide the purchaser with con- 
crete evidence of the good faith 
of the dealer who makes the sale. 

“Many of our reconditioned used 
cars are priced within the range of 
the cheapest new car,” Mr. Buck 
Stated. “If the money were invest- 
ed in the small new car the pur- 
chaser would receive a _ standard 
warranty with it. In making a sim- 
ilar purchase of a good uSe@ car, 
he is entitled to a like measure of 
protection.” 

The used car guarantee applies 
only to those cars which have been 
thoroughly reconditioned and retin- 
ished under the good will plan. 

Provisions of the used car guar- 
antee are designed to further good 
will and elevate still higher the 
plane of relations between the deal- 
er in good will used cars and the

Cleveland, April 3.—The increas- 
ing number of motor cars in use 
in France is just one indication of 
the prosperity that is beginning to 
spread over Europe, according to 
Parmely Herrick, president of the 
Herrick Company and son of the 
late Ambassador Myron T. Her- 
rick. | 

Young Herrick returned from 
Paris just a few days before his 
father’s sudden death. He reported 
that Europe was arriving at in- 
creased industrial activity, stabilized 
currency and more prosperous con- 
ditions. 

Americans, he said, should pre- 
pare themselves for increased own- 
ership and participation in foreign 
enterprises. All of Europe, he said. 
is now more prosperous than it was 
a year ago. 

“England, despite unemployment 
conditions in some industrial fields, 
is getting richer at a substantial 
rate this year.” he said. ‘France 
and Germany are making big 
strides in the steel industry. 

“Evidence of the prosperity in 
France is seen in the increasing 
number of motor cars. Public util- 


ities are most prosperous and are}

“Foreign capital is going into 
Austria. Poland is gaining economic 
ground. In Italy, a large part of 
the railroads have been electrified, 
and in France many railroads are 
using electricity. There has been 4 
marked increase in power develop- 
ment. 

“Germany is expecting an indus- 
trial revival when the reparations 
settlement is completed. Germany 
today finds herself in better finan- 
cial condition than she has been 
since the war.”

shore to witness the conflagration

sale destruction was the desire of 
dealers to focus public attention 
upon the menace that the worn- 
out automobile provides when it is 
permitted to run in traffic.

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The Voice on the Wire 


ELEPHONE salesmanship is not exactly an innovation. 

It has been tried with greater or less success, according 
to the effort exerted and the conditions governing the 
experiment. However, it certain that “the voice with 
the smile’ does win—sometimes. 

Recently there has come to light a telephone sales cam- 
paign that was startlingly successful. The circumstances 
were these: A shop handling high class specialties in a 
Middle Western city was carrying on its books some thou- 
sands of names of former customers who, for some reason 
or other, no longer patronized the shop. A young woman 
was given the job of trying to get back on the active list as 
many of these deserters as possible. She went at the job 
in a thoroughly workmanlike manner. She made a card 
index system of the names of persons who had once been 
active customers and got their telephone numbers from the 
directory. .This eliminated in the beginning persons who 
had moved away.

With the list complete the young woman began her'| 


campaign. Beginning with “A” she worked carefully down 
the list. calling each lost customer in turn. She told each 
that the shop had missed their patronage and hoped that 
they would again become a regular customer. When she 
found some cause of dissatisfaction behind the desertion, 
she tried to make the former patron feel that the shop 
regretted any lapse in service and was anxious to make 
amends for it. Obviously the person handling the campaign 
would have to be unusually intelligent and possessed of real 
diplomatic ability. 

However, the interesting part of the story lies in the 
fact that out of somewhat over 2,000 former customers 
called up, more than 600 came back to the shop as active 
customers. These revived accounts have made purchases in 
the shop amounting to nearly $125,000. 

Of course conditions in the automotive field differ 
considerably from those in the women’s specialty field. 
Nevertheless, in some cases the automotive merchant 
might profitably use this method of going after one-time 
customers who have drifted away from his shop. A tele- 
phone call from an intelligent clerk or salesman may 
easily bring back a customer who has drifted away for 
cause or merely accidentally. The closer contact that any 
shop can maintain with its list of active customers, the 
more certain it is to retain these on its books.
